The Navy announced orders

Summer. 

About 42,000 persons weer en- 
gaged in the tests, including 35,000 
to 40,000 naval personnel.

“routine” matter designed to pick 
up any of the personnel who 
missed having blood counts taken 
after the two atomic bombs were 
detonated July 1 and 25.

| If, on the other hand, the stock 
sold should rise $10 and stay there, 
' the short seller would stand to lose 
that amount on the transaction if 
and when he buys*to “cover” the 
sale’ in order to replace the bor- 
rowed certificate.

VIRGINIA BEACH, Va., May 
22—(7)—An appeal to whole- 
salers, as well as retailers, to mar-

Kolodny asserted that while no 
businessman, subject to the high 
cost of operation, relishes the 
thought of sacrificing merchandise 
at cost or below, “it is pointless 
to keep all these stocks in the 
Warehouse and thereby subject 
them to ultimate deterioration.” 

While Kolodny said he would 
not venture what effect would re- 
sult from such a course of proce- 
dure, he stated that “based on 
statistics in our possession the 
avalanche of merchandise when 
placed on the market cannot help 
but have a marked tendency to 
lower the weekly cost of living of 
the average family.” ,

If a 
kidnaper were to come and kidnap a child 
in any State, there would be a clamorous 
appeal for help from the FBI, the Depart- 
ment of Justice and any and all police 
agencies. 

If a bank be robbed, public opinion 
supports the assistance of any police force 
from whatever section. 

But if lynchers commit a murder, how- 
ever shocking, there are always those who 
resent, and make political capital, of any 
Federal investigation. 

That is a fantastic paradox and it can- 
not much longer endure. 

Unless the people demonstrate a will- 
ingness to uphold the law against lynch- 
ing we cannot and should not escape a 
Federal law. 

Let all those who believe in the sover- 
ereignty of the several States look to it.

Why British Police 
Don't Carry Guns 


Prior to 1829, when Sir Robert Peel, then 

Britain’s Home Secretary, got a bill through 

: Parliament, there was no official police force in 

London or any part of Britain. There had been inefficient, pri- 
vately organized groups of “constables,” but that was all. 


It has been the rule ever since that creation of the metropolitan 
police force, that English police officers do not carry guns. Yet that 
force has, probably, the confidence and backing of the public in 
greater degree than any similar organization in the world and, 
because of this, wields the greatest police power. 


There are several reasons why British police carry no guns. In 
the first place, the British people were slow to give up what they 
considered personal liberty and feared that putting armed power 
into the hands of their government might lead to empowering a 
particular party and result in rule by arms. 


Then it is argued that the knowledge the police are unarmed 
has been a factor in keeping criminals unarmed. It is rare, in 
Britain, for a criminal of any type to carry a gun while carrying 
on his nefarious activities. It is said that, if the police went about 
carrying guns, more of the British underworld would follow suit, 
with an inevitable increase in crimes of violence. 


> . Then the laws of Britain provide much 
Heavier Penalties heavier penalties for the felon caught 
carrying a gun than if he had been unarmed. For instance, con- 
viction for assault with intent to rob may bring a five-year prison 
sentence, whereas if the convicted man had carried a gun at the 
time of his crime, he could be sentenced for life. 


Then, possession of an unlicensed firearm in England is difficult. 
Restrictions on the possession of firearms are strict and are rigidly 
enforced.’ 


However, it is today feared that a new law- 
New Problem enforcement problem may arise as a postwar 
difficulty. The war familiarized many men with the use of guns 
and among them, inevitably, is a proportion of criminally inclined. 
Some wartime weapons have not been turned in and reported and 
it is known that these are somewhere in the country. That they 
are available, many of them, to. potential criminals for a price is 
logical. 

There is, as in all countries, evidence of an upswing in crime 
statistics, expected and usual under postwar conditions. 

Recently, for the first time in many years, a civilian was shot 
and killed by a gang of London robbers. They had attempted, 
without success, to rob a jewelry store. The civilian, a motor- 
¢yclist, attempted to prevent the @&scape of the robbers. They 
killed him. 

The fact that these thieves were armed makes the case one of 
exceptional importance to the London police. 

Incidentally, the present Home. Secretary, Chuter Ede, has in- 
formed the House of Comrnon that the widow and children of the 
slain man will be provided for as substantially as they would have 
been had their husband and father lived.

Marzani was accused specifical- 
ly of wilfully, unlawfully and fe- 
loniously giving false information 
to the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation and other Government 
agencies while in the employment 
of the Government. 

Chief witness against him was 
Archer Drew, New York detec- 
tive, who, as a member of the 
Anti-Subversive detail, attended 
New York Communist Party meet- 
ings at which he said Marzani was 
present. He testified that Marzani 
masqueraded under the name of 

Marzani’s counsel, Charles Ford, 
portrayed him as victim of a vi- 
eious persecution dating back to 
1942, based pn the fact that Mrs, 
Marzani was an admitted Com- 
munist. He charged that the Gov- 
ernment threw “dirt” on Mrs. Mar- 
zani in an effort to convict her 


husband. 


Mrs. Marzani did not testify. 

The Federal agents who origi- 
nally questioned Marzani were 
checking the loyalty of all Federal 
employees. 

Marzani was convicted on all 11 
counts of the indictment. He was 
found guilty on three counts of 
denyimg he had ever been a Com- 
munist. 

The other eight accused him of 
denying he had used the name 
Tony Whales in party activities, 
denying that he made anti-con- 
scription speeches before Pear! 
Harbor, denying that he attended 
Communist meetings, denying that 
he participated in Communist ac- 
tivities, and denying that he had 
rendered services to the Commu- 
nist ‘ Party. 

He faces a maximum penalty 
of $110,000 fine or 110 years in 
prison. 

Ford said he would ask for a 
new trial and probably appeal if 
it is denied. He did not say on 
what grounds the motion for a 
new trial would be based. 

Trial Justice Keech had admon. 
ished the jury to consider the evi- 


dence without prejudice or bias| 
and to remember that Marzani, | 


not the Communist Party, was on 
trial. 

Marzani stood in front of his 
chair as the jury filed in. 

He gulped as the foreman read 
the verdict. 

Ford said the accused had been 
“hounded by despicable lies and 
innuendoes since 1942,” when he 
began his Government career as 
an employee of the highly secret 
wartime Office of Strategic Serv- 
ices. 

Prosecutor John’M. Kelley told 
the jury that ever since Marzani 
applied for WPA relief funds in 
1940 he has had “a penchant for 
fooling people.” The Government 
introduced evidence that Marzani 
and his wife falsely told the New 
York Board of Public Welfare his 
wife’s parents were dead .so that 
they could get on relief rolls. 

“With hig penchant for fooling 
people, I don’t think he’s going to 
fool you,” Kelley said. 

He asked the jury to give close 
attention to testimony by Archer 
Drew, New York detective, who 
said he saw Marzani at Communist 
Party meetings.

WASHINGTON, May 22—(/)— 
The Senate will decide Monday 
whether to delay action on the 
proposed $4,000,000,000 income-tax 
reduction until June 10. A close 
vote is in prospect. 

Agreement to vote on the Dem- 
ocratic-sponsored postponement 
motion at 3 p. m., EST, Monday 
was obtained Thursday by Sen. 
Millican, Republican, Colorado 
Chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee and manager for the bill. 

As soon as the voting agreement 
was reached, Sen. Byrd, Democrat, 
Virginia, spoke out in favor of the 
delaying move, and told the Sen- 
ate there should be “a bi-partisan 
policy for economy at home as we 
have in our policies abroad.” 

Byrd, along with virtually all 
the Democratic Senators, holds 
that Congress should reserve its 
decision on a tax cut until the 
pattern of Government spending 
becomes apparent. By June 10, 
they declare, all the big-money 
bills for next year. probably will 
have eleared the House Appropria- 
tions Committee. 

Republican advocates and Dem- 
ocratic opponents of a tax cut to 
take effect July 1 are carefully 
checking membership rolls for the 
test Monday. Absentees may de- 
termine the outcome.
